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Navy Project
In Torrance to
Cost $1,800,000

The U, 8, Navy material re-
distribution and disposal center
to be built in Torrance is among
the several projects to cost a
total of - $44,000,000 ‘which the
Navy has announced for the
harbor district, according to. an-
nouncement of Capt. H. E. Wil-
son, Navy public works officer
at the Naval Operating Base,
Terminal Island,

The Torrance project, to be
constructed on an area south of
Carson st. and east of Crenshaw
blvd., will cost a total of $1,800,
000, -and it 'will involve con-
struction of several huge ware-
| house buildings, numerous rail-
road spurs, an administration
building, a cafeteria, and other
improvements. It will be in use
for at least five years after the
war, it was said.

Included in the work already
under’ way, costing about $17,-
000,000, are a mole-type break-
water on the seaward side o
Roosevelt base; a pier at the
Naval dry docks pier extens-
ions, a fourstory reinforced
storage warehouse, and other
improvements.

Feels Effect
0f OPA Rules

Enforcement of the regula-
tions of the Office of Price Ad-
ministration' by the price panel
of ‘the local board at 2300 Car-
son st., Torrance, already has
been placed in eftect

One woman, a grocery store
owner at 803 Sartori ave, was
required to y $68.52 to the
treasurer of tﬁe United States,
or one and onehalf times the
alleged overcharges, as a sur-
vey revealed that the woman
charged more than ceiling prices
on at least five items. This was
the first case where fines have
been levied in Torrance since
the board gave notice that no
more ‘“warnings” would be
issued.

A second case this week in-
volved an “over-ceiling” sale of
a 1936 Dodge truck. The ‘seller
received $465 for a truck on
which the ceiling price was
$333.15. The difference of $131.85
was paid into the treasury of
the United States, and not to
the buyer, the panel board
pointed out. ‘The buyer of an
item paying more than ceiling
price does not get his money
back under OPA regulations, It
goes to the treasurer of the
United States.

90-Day Veterans’
Clause Explained

Provisions of the Selective
Service Act which extended to
90, days the period in which a
veteran may apply for reinstate-
ment In his former clvilian em-
ployment applies only if this 90-
day period did not expire prior
to the effective date, Dec,
